CHICAGO, Dec. 25.—The Coliseum 


building, at Sixty-third street and 
Stoney Island avenue, in which 
Hon. 
W. .1. Bryan was nominated 


for the presidency of the United 
States by the democratic party, was 
last night destroyed by fire. 


This is the second time that the 


great structure in its history of less 
than of three years lias been laid in 
ruins. 


The building had been rented for 


an exhibition of a manufacturers' 
exposition, and was filled from end 
to end with booths of all of which 
burned with their contents. 


Three hundred person? connected 


with the exposition wore in the 
huge structure when the Bre began. 
In attempting to save their personal 
effects many had narrow nseapeti 
from death. A large number were 
injured. 


A dozen persons were reported 


missing, but all who were known to 
be in the building at the time the 
fire started have been accounted for 
except seven.

A general alarm called several com.

It is interesting to note that in Ja- 
pan a celebration Is still held at this 
period of the year in honor of the 
renewing of life on the dead earth. 


ESTABLISHMENT Of 
CHRISTMAS. 


Various dates are given for the 


formal recognition of Christmas by 
the clmrch. Its earliest mention is 
in the decretal letters of the pope, 
Telesphorus, who died A. D. 138. 
But it is likely that its celebration 
began not more thnn a few years 
after the death ot Christ. For just 
as every nation or religion celebrates 
the birthday of its great heroes and 
leaders, so the early Christians must 
have celebrated the birthday of the 
Savior. But in these early days the 
Christians were weak numerically, 
and being persecuted by the pagans 
theyhnd no inducement whatever 
to make the celebration a great 
feast or m any way attract attention 
of the authorities. 


Whether or not December 35 is 


the anniversary of the birth of 
Christ is a matter of much discus- 
sion. The observance of the date 
we now have accepted is ascribed to 
Julius, bishop of Borne, who died 
A. D. 352. Before Julius' accession 
to the see the eastern church had 
celebrated January 6 as both the 
baptism and birth of Christ, al- 
though the western church cele- 
brated December 25. 
The early 


church apparently was not agreed 
as to the exact date of the birth of 
Christ and even in the earliest times 
the nnrartainty was felt. 
Jacob, 


bishop of Odessa, who died A. D, 
576, is quoted as saying, "No one 
knows exactly the day of the nativ- 
ity of the Lord. This only is cer- 
tain, from what Luke writes, that 
fie was born in tho night."

Yet, although this bishop is often 


quoted, at the same time there is 
nothing known to disprove the as- 
sertion sometimes made that the 
church in its early days was able to 
fie the date, December 25, by actual 
historical evidence. It' must be ad. 
mitted that the unanimous agree- 
ment of the western church upon 
December 25 is a strong argument 
in its favor, especially as that 
branch of the church has always 
observed that date as that of the 
nativity. Johnson's Encyclopedia, 
after carefully sifting the various 
arguments presented upon the point, 
says: "It is certainly not impossi- 
ble that there may have existed 
some trustworthy tradition, some 
foundation f or Tortullian's statement 
as to the Jewish archives stored at 
Rome, some substratum of troth 
underlying the legend as to the in- 
vestigation of the date by Julius I.

The tree represented, though grown 
from a heathen roof, is no donbt 
still the tanebaum which from Ger- 
many has become naturalised in 
America, France and England. 


The lights on the trees are said to 


be of Jewish origin. In the ninth 
month of the Jewish year, corres- 
ponding nearly to our December, 
and on the twenty-fifth day, the 
Jews celebrated the feast of dedica- 
tion of their temple. It had been 
desecrated on that day by Anti- 
ochus; it was rededicated by Jndas 
Maccabeus and then, according to 
the Jewish legend, sufficient oil wa? 
found in the templo to last for the 
seven branched 
candlestick 
for 


seven days, and it would have taken 
seven days to prepare new oil. 
Accordingly the Jews were wont 
on the twenty.flfth 
of 
Kislen 


in every house to light a candle, 
on the next day two, and so on 
till on the seventh and last day of 
the feast seven candles twinkled in 
every house. It is not easy to fls 
the exact dateof the nativity, but it 
fell most probably on the last day 
of Kisleu, when every Jewish house 
in Bethlehem and Jerusalem was 
twinkling with lights. It is worthy 
of notice that che German name for 
Christmas is Weihnacht, the night 
of dedication, as though it were as- 
sociated with this feast. The Greeks 
also call Christmas the feast of 
lights, and, indeed, this was also 
the name given to the dedication

birth, critical opinion has gravitated 
toward the year 4 or 5 B. C. And 
as for the day, we may be helped to 
a decision by considering that be- 
tween the middle of December and 
the middle of February there is gen- 
erally in Palestine an interval of 
comparative dry weather, preceded 
and followed by the early and the 
latter rain. Thus there might have 
been shepherds on the plain of 
Bethlehem watching their flocks by 
night at the very time when all the 
world keeps Christmas." 


HEATRE5 USAGES SCRVIVE. 


It is true, however, that some of 


the usages of the heathens 
over to Christianity from heathen- 
ism and survive to this day.

That he is an old man is because in 
the ancient pagan feasts in the cele- 
bration of the decay of the old year 
and the birth of the new an old man 
played the principal part. 
Among 


the Greeks and Romans it was 
Saturn, the father of all 
the 


gods, and among the Germans 
it was Thor, 
who was 
long-i 


bearded and white-haired. The tra- 
dition of hoary age is appropriate 
for representation of the dying year 
was too strong to be driven away by 
the new figure of the Christ child, 
which was a feature of tho early 
church observances. 'That the saint 
is St. Nicholas is due to the fact 
that that venerable personage's 
feast day was celebrated at about 
that period. 
St. Nicholas was a 


bishop of Myra who flourished early 
in the fourth century. 
He is the 


patron saint of children and school 
boys, and hence it was natural that 
he ahoald be a part of a ealebration 
when the children received gifts 
and when they were allowed to be 
"heard as well as seen." 


The practice of making presents 


on that day undoubtedly owes its 
origin to a general idea to carry in- 
to practice the biblical mandate, 
"Peace on earth; goodwill to men." 
At first the great lords made pre 
sent* to their retainers, and the sea- 
son was marked by universal char- 
ity. 
By degrees the practice of 


Christmas giving spread until now 
everybody gives their friends pre. 
seats.

In Calabria, south Italy, it is be- 


lieved that vipers will not bite on 
Christmas day, or that if they do 
their bite is harmless, the poison 
being neutralized by the sanctity of 
the day. 


According to tradition the bodies 


of the three Magi, or "Kings of the 
East," who visited Christ, bearing 
gif Is, are buried in the Cathedral of 
Cologne, in Germany. 


Among the English common peo- 


ple Christmas is hicky when it falls 
on Sunday and nnlucky when Sat- 
urday is the day of the nativity. 


Down to 1820 the "waits" were 


officially recognized in London, and 
the post of "chief of waits" was 
purchased by some band leader who 
expected to wap a rich harvest dor- 
ing Christmas week. 


The celebration of Christmas as a 


special festival is said to have begun 
.in the first century, and during the 
life of the Apostle John one tradi- 
tion of the church accredits him 
with inaugurating the custom. 


In ancient Rome masqueradere at 


the mid- winter festival were com- 
mon, 
and "mumming" practiced in 


France, Spain and England 
in 


mediaeval times was probably a 
relic of this Roman practice. 


The mistletoe, now a favorite 


plant for Christmas decoration, was 
to the druids a sacred emblem. It 
was gathered by them with wry 
pompous ceremonies and, when cut 
and taken to their places of wor- 
ship, was deemed to possess many 
mystic qualities. 


The mystery plays of the later 


middle ages wore originally Christ- 
mas dramas prepared by the clergy 
and played in the churches for the 
purposes of amusing the people and 
drawing them away from the disso- 
lute freedom of the Roman midwin- 
ter festival. 


In medaeval Europe a peacock was 


the favorite dish for the Christmas 


of mutton, 
mixed with raisins, 


cloves, allspice, 
nuts and many 


other indigestible stuff that hajt- 
l»ned to occur to the mind of ihe 
manufacturer 


The ivy is never used for Christ- 


mas decoration, it was once sacred 
to Bacchus and constituted .ilmost 
the sole leafy decoration at the 
Roman saturnalia. The early Chris- 
tkn clergy, desiring to wean the 
people from their jwgan practice as 
far as possible, forbade the use of 
the ivy, and the prohibition has 
lasted until the present «#"

V the Editor of the Fort Wa> ne Mentinel: 


During this ^old excitement, in 


Alaska and Klondike, I find that I 
am remembered by many people of 
my native city of Fork Wayne, and 
of my native state of Indiana. Un- 
doubtedly among these inquirers 
can be counted many of the renders 
of THE SEN-TIXEL ; and while I en- 
deavored to answer all letters 
iromptly, and as fully as possible, I 
lave been unable, however, to give 
as many facts, and give them as 
much in detail, as is set forth in this 
communication to yon.

Klondike and Alaska rush, during 
;he latter part of August last, our 
business men, and citizens generally, 
were flooded with letters from east 
ern frinnds, requesting authentic 
ind reliable information regarding 
the new pold finds.

The buildings which the ship 


chandlers occupy near the water 
front vveio in the halcyon days used 
as dwelling houses- by merchants. 
Nearly all have sloping roofs and 
are marked by the diugiuess of de- 
cay. A visitor entering one of these 
store*, and looking bewildered at 
the endless airayof almost every 
article of commerce under the sun 
displayed huipparently inextricable 
confusion, is bound to exclaim: 


"Why there's nothing that a roan 


can't get heve!" 


"Yes, we can supply anything for 


a ship," is the answer that the 
ohnndler's assistant is likely to 
make. 


Hung about the store one sees 


cordage and rigging, anchors, pots, 
harpoons, sailcloth, caftan bnrs, 
hooks, blocks, harn», saumgcs and 
BO on iu interminable ;,rniy- 
The 


chandleries are like nothing else so 
much as country stores, where nil 
the needs of u i omimmity are sup- 
plied. But custom clings clote, and 
as long as sailing vessels tack to 
and fro on the swtacool the waters 
is it likely that thu old ship chan- 
dlers will luiui.stei' to their wants. 


Thecbnndleiieti lobe scon along 


the water iiont invariably have low 
ceiling.1- and tl'.ist and cobwebs are 
thick upon iiumy of them. The win- 
dows admit but little light. The 
clerks of the cluindlers, most of 
them, seem us old as tho stores 
themselves—men who huvo seen 
the revolution in the commerce oi 
the sea. Department stoies in it 
measure would >eem to have had 
their birth in the chandleries, tor 
side by siiie with the counter and 
shelves wheie groceries and pre- 
served meats are sold aro exhibited 
stationery, paints and carpenters' 
tools. The pungent odor of tarred 
rope mingles with the fragrance of 
tea and fruit—indeed there is a com- 
bination of odors that helps to make 
tho impression of many lauds all 
the more vivid. 


The ledgers look as old as the 


clerks behind tho time stained rail- 
ings. Eveiything is withered nnd 
dry. The pretence of .younger and 
fresher men woued bo an auachio- 
niMjj Thtre is sand upon the floor, 
jusras there ui»ed to bo years ago. 


"Ah, the busmctM is not what it 


used to be," sighed one of the chan- 
dlers. "The stewards of the steam- 
ships now direct the furnishing of 
supplies themselves. Many of the 


i masters of the tailing vessels even 


neglect us. 
It is rare nowadays 


that we are called upon to furnish a 
ship with sails, rigging and storey. 
Such things come in dribbles now." 


Mos-t of tho chandleries that now 


remain are to be found along South 
and \Vatcr ttricts. They huddle to 
{•ether us if s-eeking protection in a 
union against the advances of time 
and the encroachment of other linen 
of business. Fortunes have been 
madt by many persons* in ship 
chandlery, but nchos in that branch 
uoiv remain, it is declared, fur the 
few.—New York Sun.

But if our study of nature is ex 
haustive we will find that fear does 
not protect limb or life. Indeed na- 
ture has furnished one class of liv- 
ing organisms strictly as the" prey 
of another. There are multitudes 
of creatures that feed upon other 
forms of animal life and rarely in- 
dulge in a vegetable diet. In a state 
of nature theso animals and insects 
hunt their prey. It is therefore a 
logical inference that if feiirwere 
given as a protection lo lifo many 
of these living things would be with- 
out the means of subsistence. A 
number of scientists, prominent 
among whom was Dnnvin, have 
given profound study to the psycho- 
genesis of fear and found that it has 
only u ruost imperfect relation to 
tho self preservation of the creature 
that experiences it. It is supposed 
that tho attitude of kneeling, which 
is the posture associated with sup- 
plication and terror, originally came j 
from the inability of tbe muscles of 
the legs to support the weight, 
thereby causing the individual to 
sink to the ground. Dogs crouoh 
and whine when frightened, and 
horses become so tremulous that 
their legs can scarcely sustain them.
